Meeting Found Its Way Into 
Chattanooga Evening Paper 
and Created a’ Profound Sen- 
sation. |

Chattanooga, Tenn, 31.—

Lawyers in attendance on the meeting 


of the American Bar Association here 
were astonished this evening at the 
publication in an afternoon paper of 
the report that sensational charges had 
been preferred in the association 
against Joseph H. Choate, of New 
York, former ambassador to Great 
Britain. 

All agree that the charges have been 
made at least twice before in meet- 
ings of the association, but most of the 
delegates were in ignorance of their 
presentation at today’s session. 

George W. Chamlee, ef Tennessee, on 
the’ floor of the convention today an- 
nounced that he had a petition -to of- 
fer. President Libby replied that the 
petition would be received. This peti- 
tion, which was received without be- 
ing read in the convention, contained 
the charges against Mr. Choate, pre- 
ferred by James R. Watts, of New 
York City. 

Contenta of Petition Published. 

This is actually the extent to which 
the matter was carried, and the con- 
tents of the petition were not known 
until read by the members in the aft- 
ernoon paper. The charges have not 
been presented to the grievance com- 
mittee: in fact, the grievance commit- 
tee has had no meeting here, as there 
were no grievances to come before 
them. There are but two members of 
the committee present, and they have 
heard nothing of the alleged charges. 
The members present are Fred Leh- 
mann, of St. Louis, and George R. Peck, 
of Chicago. 

President Libby was asked tonight 
for a statement in regard to the mat- 
ter. He replied: 

President Libby Silent. 

“There is no reason for me discus- 
sing this affair, as there is no such 
question before the association.” 

The story as published in the after- 
noon paper and sent out from this city 
was to the effect that in formal charges 
filed it was alleged that Mr. Choate 
“has violated the confidence of his 
clients, James R. Watts and wife; that 
he has violated the canons of ethics of 
the American Bar Association; has 
been guilty of divers and sundry of- 
fenses in violation of . good morals, 
fair dealings, and has brought dis- 
honor and disgrace upon the American 
Bar Association of the United States 
of America.’ 

Secretary George W. Whitlock, of 
the American Bar Association, declined 
to discuss the matter in any manner. 

Advance Copy Published. 

An advance copy of the petition was 
handed the evening paper by Mr. 
Chamlee, and the matter therein was 
used for publication. This carried the 
intelligence of the oontents of 
the petition to the members of the bar 
association, and the matter never be- 
came public through the association. 
Mr. Chamlee could not be found to- 
night, and his version of the matter 
cannot be had. 

Early in the day he declared he 
would not discuss the affair, as he had 
presented the petition, and it was now 
up to the bar association. 

Matter Known in New York. 

New York, August 31.—It was known 
in New York several weeks ago that 
charges against Joseph H. Choate were 
to be filed with the American Bar As- 
sociation by Mr. Watts. Some features 
of Watt's complaint appeared in the 
newspaper here at that time together 
with a statement in the newspapers that 
he intended to press the matter. Watts 
is @ cOal broker and lives on Staten 
island.

Says Woodrow Wilson 
Before Lawyers. 


Before American Bar Associa- 
ton, Princeton’s Head De- 
clares Corporations Do No 
Wrong---Corporations an In- 
dispensible Convenience. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., August 31.— 
Woodrow Wilson, president of Prince- 
ton University, tonight addressed the 
members of the American Bar Associ- 
ation in the Albert theater. The the- 
ater was packed to its capacity. 

Dr. Wilson, in the course of his ad- 
dress, declared that he regarded cor- 
porations as indispensable to meet cer- 
tain business enterprises; that they 
do not do wrong, but that the indi- 
viduals who direct and use them for 
selfish and illegitimate purposes be 
punished as criminals. 

He said, speaking of corporate in- 
terests: 

“Corporations do not do wrong. In- 
dividuals do wrong, the individ- 
vals who direct and use. them for 
selfish and illegitimate purposes, to 
the injury of society and the serious 
curtailment of private rights. You can- 
net punish corporations. Fines fall 
upon the wrong persons, more heavily 
upon the innocent than upon the 
guilty. If you dissolve the offending 
corporation, you throw great under- 
takings out of gear. Law can never 
accomplish. its objects in that way. 
It can never bring peace or command 
respect by such futilities. 


Corporations Indispensable. 


“TI regard the corporation as indis- 
pensable to modern business enter- 
prise. I am not jealous of its size 
or might, if you will but abandon it 
the right points the fatuous, anti- 
quated, and quite unnecessary fic- 
tion which treats it as a legal person, 
if you will but cease to deal with it 
by means of your law as if it were & 
single individual not only but also— 
what every child may perceive it ts 
not—a responsible individual. 

“A modern corporation is an eco- 
nomic society, a little economic state 
—and not always little, even as com- 
pared with states. Many modern cor- 
porations wield revenugs. and com- 
mand resources which no ancient stats 
possessed, and which some moder 
bodies politic show no approach to 
in their budgets. 

“It is indispensable canvenience; 
but is it a necessary burden? Modern 
business is no doubt best conducted 
upon a great scale, for which the 
resources of a single individual are 
manifestly insufficient. Money’ and 
men must be massed in order to do 
the things that must be done for the 
support and facilitation of modern

President Oliver and his committee 
were met at the Piedmont at 10:30 
o'clock by more than 100 of At- 
lanta’s representative business men, 
among them Mayor Pro Tem E. €. 
Pomeroy and Fred J. Paxon, president 
of the Chamber of Commerce. At 11 
o'clock, the visitors, together with 
the local men, went to the Auditorium-

While making these inspections he 
was met at some places by the special 
committee from council, composed of 
Alderman Pittman, Councilman Cham- 
bers, Councilman Winn, Superintendent 
of Public Works H. L, Collier and Tom 
Wilson, of the city engineer's office.

In talking of the garbage question, 
about which he was much more talk- 
ative than he was about the mayoralty 
race, he said that he had ascertained 
that many cities were far ahead of At- 
lata in the matter of garbage dispolsal.

10. Maintenance of an efficient army 
and.a navy large enough to insure for 
the nation the respect of other nations 
as a guarantee of peace. 

National Resources for Benefit of All. 

11. Use of national resources for the 
benefit of all the people. 

12. Extension of the work of the de- 
partments of agriculture of the nation- 
al and state governments and of agri- 
cultura! colleges and experimentations 
S80 as to take in all phases of life on 
the farm. 

13. Regulation of the terms and con- 
ditions of labor by means of compre- 
hensive workmen's compensation acts, 
state and national laws to regulate 
child labor and the work of women, 
enforcement of better sanitation condi- 
tions for workers and extension of the 
use of safety appliances on industry 
and commerce, both ip and between 
the states. 

14, Clear division of authority be- 
tween the national and the various 
state governments. 

15 Direct primaries associated with 
corrupt practices acts. 

16. Publicity of campaign contribu- 
tions not only after election, but before 
election as well. 

17. Prompt removal of unfaithful and 
incompetent public servants. 

18. Provisions against the perform- 
ance of any service for interstate cor- 
porationg by national officers. 

While Colone}] Roosevelt’s speech is 
regarded by many of those who heard 
it as carrying him further than before 
with the progressive movement, the 


‘colonel coupled with his declaration a 


warning against the extremist, inject- 
ing an extemporaneous remark on the 
subject in his prepared speech. 

“I do not want our people to follow 
men whose intentions are excellent, but 
whose eyes are a little too wild to 
make it safe to trust them,”,he said. 

Hunt Out Breakers of Promises. 

_ Another sentence which Colonel 
Roosevelt put into his speech extempo- 
raneously brought forth applause from 
the crowd. He said: 

“No man should make a promise be- 

election that he does not intend to 
p after election, and if he does not 
ep it, humt him out.” 

The people gave his worde an inter- 
pratation of their own, and the burst 
of cheering which broke out when they 
heard them was one of the wildest of 
the day. | \ 

The speech was delivered in a grove 
on the battlefield where John Brown 
fought the Missouri raiders on August 
$0, 1856. The seting was picturesque. 
Thousands of pedple had gathered for 
the dedication of the battlefield as a 
state park. Colonel Roosevelt stood 
on a table which was placed on the 
platform, and towered high above the 
dense throng which surged about him. 

The cheering was soenthusiastic that 
Colonel Roosevelt was _§ interrupted 
constantly, and had to hold up his 
hand in protest time after time. The 
crowd caught up every phrase which it 
interpreted as an expression of pro- 
gressive sentnment, and shouted as 
long as the colonel would let it. 

Thundereaé His Message. 


Raising his voice to a high pitch, 
and speaking slowly, the colone] thun- 
dered his message from his place above 
the heads of the people, and _ they 
thundered back applause. 

Even the demonstrations that greeted 
Colone] Roosevelt at- Denver and 
Cheyenne earlier in his present trip 
were eclipsed by that of today. The 
countryside was stripped of its inhab- 
itants for miles around, and the farm- 
érs° drove over the muddy roads or 
ode in on their mules to see the fun 
and hear the colonel. Special trains 
came to Osawatomie for the day, 
bearing other crowds. One such train 
came all the way from Coffeyville, 
more than 200 miles away. 

“This is the biggest. day that Kansas 
ever knew,” said Governor Stubbs, 
after Colonel Roosevelt had finished 
his speech. “It was the greatest

_ Pinchot

Governor Stubbs introduced Colonel 
Roosevelt. The governor's speech was 
a warm indorsement of Roosevelt and 
Rooseveltism. As the colonel climbed 
on the table to speak, there was a 
which lasted severa! 


minutes. 

“In every wise struggie for human 
betterment one of the main objects, and 
often the only ‘object, -has been to 
achieve in larger measure equality of 
epportunity. In the struggle for this 
great end, nations rise from. barbarism 
to civilization, and through it peoples 
press forward from ome stage of en- 
lightenment to the next. One of the 
chief factors in progress is the destruc- 
tion of special privilege. The essence 
of any struggle for healthy liberty has 
always been and must always be to 
take from some one man or class of 
men the right to enjoy power, or 
wealth, or position, or immunity, which 
has not been earned by service to his 
or their fellows. 

“At many stages in the advance of 
humanity this conflict between the men 
.who possess more than they have 
earned and the men who have eanned 
more than they possess is the centra) 
condition of progress. In our day it 
appears as the struggie of free men 
to gain and hold the right of seit- 
government as against the special in- 
terests, who twist the methods of free 
government into machinery for defeat. 
ing the popular will. At every stage 
and under ‘all circumstances the es- 
sence of the struggie is to equalize op- 
portunity, destroy privilege, and give 
to the life and citizenship of every in- 
Gividual the highest possible value both 


to himself and to the commonwealth. 

“Practical equality of opportunity for 
all citizens, when we achieve it, will 
have two great results. First, every 
man will have a fair chance to make 
of himself all that in him les, to 
reach the highest point to which his 
cepacities, unassisted by special priv- 
liege of his own and unhampered by 
the special privileges of others, can 
carry him, and to get for himself and 
his family substantially what he has 
earned. Second, equality of opportuni- 
ty means that the commonwealth will 
get from every citizen the highest 
service of which he is capable. No man 
who carries the burden of special priv- 
lleges of another can give to the com- 
monwealth that service to which it is 
fairly entitled. 


Drive Special Interests from Politics. 


“I stand for the square Jeal. But 
when I say that I am for the square 
dea] I mean not merely that I stand for 
fair play under the present rules of 
the game, but that I stand for having 
those rules changed so as to work for 
a more substantial equality of oppor- 
tunity, and of reward for equally good 
service, 

“This means thet our governments, 
national and state, must be freed from 
the sinister influence or contro] of 
special interests. Exactly as the spe- 
clal interestg of cotton and slavery 
threatened our political “integrity be- 
fore the civil war, so now the great 
special business interests too often 
control and corrupt the men and meth- 
ods of government for their own 
profit. We must drive thé special in- 
terests out of politics. That is one of 
Our t@sks today. Every special inter- 
est is entitled to justice—full, fair 
and complete—but not one is entitled 
to a vote in congress, a voice on the 
bench, or to representation in any 
public office. The constitution guar- 
antees protection to property, and we 
must make that promise good. But it 
does not give the right of suffrage to 
any corporation. 

“The true friend of property, the 
true conservative, is he who insists 
that property shall be the servant 
and not the master of the common- 
wealth; who insists that the creature 
of man’s making shall be the servant 
and not the master of the man who 
made it. The citizens of the United 
States must effectively control the 
mighty commercial forces which they 
have themselves called into being. 

“There can be no effective control 
of corporations while their political 
activity remains. To put an end to it 
will be neither a short nor an easy 
task, but st can be done. 

“We must have complete and effect- 
ive publicity of corporate affairs, so 
that the people may know beyond 
peradventure whether the corpora- 
tions obey t~he law and whether their 
management entitles them to the con- 
fidence of the public. It is necessary 
that laws should be passed to prohibit 
the use of corporate funds directly or 
indirectly for political purposes; it is 
still more necessary that such laws 
should be thoroughly enforced. Cor- 
porate expenditures for political pur- 
poses, and especially such expendi- 
tures by public service corporations, 
have supplied one of the _ principal 
sources of corruption in our political 
affairs. 


Government Supervision. 


“It has become entirely ‘clear that 
we mast have government supervision 
of the capitalization not only of pub- 
lic service corporations including par- 
ticularly railways, but of all corpora- 
tions doing an interstate business. | 
do not wish to see the nation forced 
into ownership of the railways if it 
can possibly be avoided, and the only 
alternative is thorough-going and ef- 
fective regulation, which shall .be 
based on a full knowledge of all the 
facts, including a physical valuation 
of the property. This physical valua- 
tion is not needed, or at least is very 
rarely needed, for fixing rates; but it 
is needed as the basis of honest capi- 
talization. 

“We have come to recognise that 
franchises should never be granted 
except for a limited time, and never 
without proper provision for compen- 
sation to the public. It is my per- 
gonal belief that the same kind and 
degree of control and supervision 
which should be exercised over public 
service corporations should be extend- 
ed also to combinations which control 
necessaries of life, such as meat, oil 
and coal, or which deal in them on an 
important scale. : 

“YT believe that the officers, and es- 
pecially the directors, of corporations 
should be held personally responsible 
when any corporation breaks the law. 

“Combinations in industry are the 
result of an imperative economic hw 
which cannot be repealed by political 
legislation. The effort at prohibiting 
all combination has substantially 
failed. The way out lies not in at- 
tempting to prevent such combina- 
tions, but in completely controlling 
them in the interest of the public wel- 
fare. 

Tariff and Special Interests. 


“There is a widespread belief among 
our people that, under the methods of 
making tariffs which have hitherto 
obtained, the special interests are too 
influential. Probably thts is true of 
both the big interests and the little 
interests. These methods have put a 
premium on selfishness, and naturally 
the selfish big interests have gotten 
more than the selfish small interests. 
The duty of congress is to provide a 
method by which the interest of the 
whole people shall be all that receives 
consideration. To this end there must 
be an expert tariff commission, wholly 
removed from the possibility of polit- 
ical pressure or of improper business 
influence. Such a commission caty 
find out the real difference between 
cost of production, which is mainly 
the difference of labor cost here and 
abroad. As fast as its recommenda- 
tions are made, I believe in revising 
one schedule at a time.» A general re- 
vision of the tariff almost inevitably 
leads to log-rolling, and the subor- 
dination of the general public interest 
to local and special interests. 

“The absence of effective state, and 
especially national, restraint upon un- 
fair money-getting has tended to cre- 
ate a small class of enormously 
wealthy and economically powerful 
men, whose chief object is to hold and 
increase their power. The prime need 
is to change the conditions, which en- 
able men to accumulate power which it 
is not for the general welfare that they 
should hold or exercise. We grudge no 
man a fortune which represents his 
own power and sagacity, when exer- 
cised with entire regard to the welfare 
of his fellows. But the fortune must 
be honorabhy obtained and well used. 
It is not’ even enough that it should 
have been gained only so long as the 
gaining represents benefit to the com- 
munity. This, I know, Impiies a policy 
of a far more active governmental in- 
terference with social and economic 
conditions in this country than we have 
yet had, but I think we have got to 
face the fact that such an increase in 
governmental control is now necessary. 


Every Dollar Must Be Earned. 


“No man should receive a dollar un- 
less that dollar has been fairly earn- 
ed. Every dollar received should repre- 
sent a dollar's worth of service ren- 
dered. The really big fortune, the swol- 
len fortune, by the mere fact of its 
size, acquires qualities which differen- 
tiate it in kind as well as in degree 
from what is possessed by men of rela- 
tively small means. Therefore I be- 
lieve in a graduated income tax on 
bie fortunes, and in another tax which 
is far more easily collected and far 
more effective—a graduated inherit- 
ance tax of big fortunes, properly safe- 
guarded against evasion, and increas- 
ing rapidly in amount with the size 
of the estate. 

“The people of the United States 
suffer from periodical financia! panics 
to a degree substantially unknown 
among the other nations which ap- 
proach us in financial strength. There 
is no reason we should suffer what 
they escape. It is of profound im- 
portance tirat our financial system 
should be promptly investigated, and so 


; 
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| thoroughty and effectively revised as 


to make it certain that hereafter our 
currency will no longer fafi at crit- 
ical times to meet our needs. 

“Of conservation I shall speak more 
at le h elsewhere. Conservation 
means development as much as it does 
protection. I recognize the right and 
the duty of this generation to develop 


and use the natural resources of our 


land, but I do not recognize the right 
to waste them, or to rob, by wasteful 
use, the generations that come after 
us. The natural resources must be used 
for the benefit of all our people, and 
not monopolized for the benefit of the 
few. This is one of the fundamental 
reasons why the special interests must 
be driven out of politics. 

“I have spoken elsewhere also of the 
great task which lies before the farm- 
ers of the country to get for them- 
selves and for their wives and chil- 
dren not only the benefits of better 
farming, but also those of better busi- 
mess methods and better conditions of 
life on the farm. The burden of this 
great task wil! fall, as it should, main- 
ly upon the great organizations of the 
farmers themselves. 
for I believe they are weil able to 
handle it. Im particular, there are 
strong reasons why the departments 
of agriculture, and the agricultural 
colleges and experiment stations 
should extend their work to cover all 
phases of life on the farm, instead of 
limiting themselves, as they have far 
too: often limited themselves in the 
past, solely to the question of the pro- 
duction of crops. 


Labor Must Have a Chance. 


“Nothing is more true than that ex- 
cess of every kind is followed by re- 
action; a fact which should be pon- 
dered by reformer and reactionary 
alike. We are face to face with new 
conceptions of the relations of prop- 
erty to human welfare chiefly because 
certain advocates of the rights of prop- 
erty as against the rights of men have 
been pushing their claims too far. The 
man who wrongly holds that every 
human right is secondary to his profit 
must now give way to the ad- 
vocate of human welfare, who rightly 
mairitains that every man helds his 
property subject to the mweneral right of 
the community to regulate its use to 
whatever degree the public welfare 
may require it. 

“But I think we may go still further. 
The right to regulate the use of wealth 
in the public interest is universally 
admitted. Let us admit also the right 
to regulate the terms and conditions of 
labor, directly in the interest of the 
common good. The fundamental thing 
to do for every man is to give him the 
chance to reach a place in which he 
will make the greatest possible contri- 
bution:to the public welfare. No man 
can be a good citizen unless he has a 
wage more than sufficient to cover the 
bare cost of living, and hours of la- 
bor short enough so that after his day’s 
work is done he will have time and 
energy to bear his share in the man- 
agement of the community to help in 
carrying the general load. We keep 
countless men from being good citi- 
zens by the conditions of life with 
which we surround them. We need 
comprehensive workmen’s compensa- 
tion acts, both state and national laws 
to regulate child labor and the work 
of women, and especially we need in 
our common schools not merely educa- 
tion in book-learning, but also prac- 
tical training for daily life and work. 
We need to enforce better sanitary 
conditions for our workers, and to ex- 
tend the use of safety appliances in in- 
dustry and commerce both within and 
between the states. Also, friends, in 
the interest of the workingman him- 
self we need to set our faces like flint 
against mob violence just as against 
corporate greed; against violence and 
injustice as much as against lawless 
cunning and greed and selfish arro- 
gance of employers. 


Denounces Vulpine Legal Cunning. 


“National efficiency has many fac- 
tors. It is a necessary result of the 
principal of conservation widely ap- 
plied. In the end it will determine 
our failure or success as a nation. Na- 
tional efficiency has to do not only 
with natural resources and with men. 
It is equally concerned with institu- 
tions. The state must be made effi- 
clent for the work which concerns 
only the people of the.state and the 
nation for that which concerns al! 
the people. There must remain no net. 
tral ground to serve as a refuge for 
lawbreakers, and especially for .law- 
breakers of great wealth, who can 
hire the vulpine legal cunning which 
will teach them how to avoid both 
jurisdictions. It is a misfortune when 
the national legislature fails toe do 
its duty in providing a national rem- 
edy, so that the only national activ- 
ity is the purely negative activity of 
the judiciary in forbidding the state 
to exercise power in the premises. 

“T do not ask for over-centraliza- 
tion, but I do ask that we work in @ 
spirit of broad and far-reaching na- 
tionalism when we work for what 
concerns our people as a whole. 
are all Americans. 
terests are as broad as the continent. 
I speak to you here in Kansas ex- 
actly as I would speak in New York 
or Georgia, for the most vital prob- 
lems are those which affect us all 
alike. The national government be- 
longs to the whole American people, 
and where the whole American people 
are interested, that interest ean be 
guarded effectively only by the na- 
tional government. The betterment 
which we seek must be accomplished,

government. 

“The American people are right 
demanding that new nationalism 
without which we cannot hope to deal 
with new problems. The new nation- 
alism puts the national need before 
sectional or personal advantage. It 
is impatient of the utter confusion 
that results from local legislatures at- 
tempting to treat national issues as 
local issues. 

Dividends Below Human Welfare. 


“I believe in shaping the ends of 
government to protect property as 
well as human welfare. Normally, 


and in the long run, the ends are the | 
the alternative | 


but whenever 
be faced I am for men and net 
for property. I am far from under- 
estimating the importance of _ div!- 
dends, but I rank dividends below hu- 
man character. I know well that the 
reformers must not bring upon the 
people economic ruin, or the reforms 
themselves will go down in the ruin. 
But we must be ready to face tempo- 
rary disaster, whether or ‘not brought 
on by those who willl war against us 
to the knife. Those who oppose all 
reform will do well to remember that 
ruin in its worst form is inevitable if 
our national life brings us nothing 
better than swollen fortunes for the 
few and the triumph in both politics 
and business of a sordid and selfisa 
materialism. 

“If our political institutions were 
perfect, they would absolutely pre- 
vent the political domination of 
money in any part of our affa're. We 
need to make our political represen- 
tatives more quickly and sensitively 
responsive to the people whose serv- 
ants they are. More direct action by 
the people in their own affairs under 
proper safeguards is vitally neces- 
sary. The irect primary is a step 
in this direction if it is associated 
with a corrupt practices act effective 
to prevent the advantage of the man 
willing recklessly and unscrupulously 
to spend money over his more hon- 
est competitor. It is particularly im- 
portant that all moneys received cr 
expended for campaign purposes 
should be publicly accounted for not 
only after election but before election 
as well. Polftical action must be 
made simpler, easier. and freer from 
confusion for every citizen. I be- 
lieve that the prompt removal] of un- 
faithful or incompetent public serv- 
ants should be made easy and sure in 
whatever way experience shali show 
to be most expedient in any given 
class of cases. 


For Henest Public Officials. 


“One of the furdamenta! necessi- 
ties In a representative government 
such as ours is to make certain that 
the men to whom the people delegate 
their power shall serve the péople by 
whom they are elected, and not the 
Special interests. I believe that every 
national officer, elected or appcinted. 
should be forbidden to perform any 
service or receive any compensation 
directly or indirectly from interstate 
corporations; and a similar provision 
could not fail to be useful within the 
states. 

“The object of government is the 
welfare of the people. The material 
progress and prosperity of a nation 
are desirable chiefly so far as they 
lead to the moral and material wet-

Meanwhile in Judge Kersten’s court
